The technical service fiscal 
officer will forward all copies to the Chief, Finance Division, in order 
that proper reimbursement may be made. 

3. For items of supply and equipment, 
the issue of which the Post Commander is authorized to approve, prior 
approval of this headquarters is not necessary. Instructions concerning 
issues by posts is being forwarded to the commanders concerned. Ac- 
countability for this property and the reimbursement for same will be 
handled as set forth above.

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1. The Administrative Statistics Unit has been assigned duties 
■which require the presence of members of that organizetion within the 
confines of your post. This organization is not an army unit, but has 
been placed on temporary duty with this headquarters by competent 
authority in Washington. This unit will render no reports to your 
post.

3. All services which are rendered and which require reimburse- 
ment will be paid for by the Administrative Statistics Unit in Military 
Payment Certificates. 

4. All supplies and items of equipment issued to this agency will 
be on a "Reimbursement Requi red" ba sis'Tn acc or d aii c e with th6 provisions 
of Chapter 6, TM 14-702. In addition to the number of documents normally 
required for standard property accountability purposes, the issuing 
officer will prepare five extra copies, four of which will be signed by 
the supply officer of the Administrative Statistics Unit.
